Additionally, those University employees w ho are responsible for acquiring goods or services on the University's 
behalf - to the extent they are aw are, at all, of a relevant Board member's affiliation - do so exclusively based upon 
the University's best business interests, including consideration of such factors as evaluation and re-evaluation of 
the cost and quality and arms-lenth negotiation of the terms The University has separate conflict of interest policies 
applicable to employees, including those w ho are officers of the University All University employees are required to 
disclose transactions and proposed transactions as they arise betw een the University, on the one hand, and, on the 
other hand, the employee (or an immediate family member of the employee) or an organization in w hich the employee 
(or an immediate family member of the employee) has a financial interst, w hen the amount involved does or is likely to 
exceed $500 Additionally, University staff and administrators above a certain job classification level - w hich, as a 
practical matter, includes all of the University's employee/officers - must make additional disclosures First, those 
individuals must disclose transactions and proposed transactions as they arise between the University, on the one 
hand, and, on the other hand, the employee (or spouse, registered domestic partner, dependent child, as well as 
siblings, parent, and non-dependent children - includeing step and in-law variants - if the employee has actual 
know ledge such a relative is likely to or w ill benefit) or an organization in w hich any of the foregoing is affiliated 
w hen the amount involved does or is likely to exceed $500 Futher, those employees must annually disclose 
affiliations they (or spouse, registered domestic partner, dependent child, as well as siblings, parents, and non- 
dependent children - including step and in-law variants - if the employee has actual know ledge such a relative is 
likely to or w ill benefit) have w ith any organization w ith w hich there is a reasonable possibility the University may 
have business dealings All disclosures required of University employees are to be made to the next higher
